TuERK coul'J hardly bo a inoro strik- 
ing illustration of the feverish BtiUe 
of Iho public fooling in Franco, in re- 
lation to anything bearing on Prus- 
sian politics, or rallior that which by 
the utmost straining can bo made 
to boar that appearance, than the 
ftttaok on poor little Belgium bc^ 
Oanse sbo has thought proper lo 
adopt a coarse that any othor nation 
would pureao in watching over the 
proper diBtribution of hor commorcinl 
privileges. It appears that tho dircclv 
ore of the Great Biislom llaiiway 
Company ol France, have been nogo>' 
tiaiing for the purchase of the great 
JLazembarg railway running from 
Arlon to Brussels, in Belgium ; but tho 
Belgian Government looks at the mat- 
ter as granting to a French company 

s a monopoly in favor of the Amsterdam 
and Botterdam lines to the injury ol 
the port of Antwerp. Thoro is, also, 
the possibility of creating by this 
means tariff favors to Dutch ports by 
which the basin of Cbarleroi would be 
detrimentally affected by admitting of 
combinations which would favor ti'o 
industry of France to tho injury of 
Belgium. Theso simple facts which, 
as the Belgian people aro happily poa- 
eesBod of a govcr mnent that looks after 
their interests, naturally attracted the 
attention of M. Froro Orbau, tho Bel- 
gian Minister of Finance, who brought 
in a bill to prohibit tho sale of railways 
in Belgium to any foreign company. 
That such " trifles light as air," so far 
as France is nationally concornod, 
should have called down upon their 
poor little neighbor all tho thunders 
of the French semi-official press, can 
only' be aooounted for by the uneasy 

■ reeling that exists between Franco 
and PrnsBia at the present time: a cnn- 
Boioasness of srme approaching danger 
that will tax the energies of each to 
the utmost to avert. On the parti of 
France the agitation is extreme, and 

' like a boxer conscious of a formidable 
adversary, in keeping his eyos intently 
fixed on those of his opponont etum- 
bloa over a boy in attempting to take 
up a more favorable position, he kicks 
the youngster for beiug in tho way. 
Tho French people have long nursed a 
deep hatred of Prussia, derived from 
the recollection of the coup de grace 
received from tho Prupsfanw at Wator^ 
Ipo, when they thought Wollington 
defeated ; to say nothing ol the treat- 
ment of French soldiers after t!io bat- 
tle of Leipsic, that only required tho 
friction of any new grudge to cause it 
to borat into flame. It would seem 
that Prussia is quite aware of the 
Biato of fooling in France, and like 
a great bully, believing that if ho can 
frighten his loe ho wins half tho battle, 
ho indulges in blustering braggadocia 
which ho flings at France on every 
pOEBible occasion. There can be no 
doubt that Count Bismarck had been 
thinking of tho advantiigo Kintico 
would have in being al le to act tliroiiuli 
Belgium, should honliiitieH nccnr bo- 
twoon Prussia and Fraiioo, when ho 
made Buch professions of amity. and 
protection lo the Flemings wholly un- 
invited by Ibera. If Belgium dislikes 
France she certainly does not love 
Prussia any more ; and it is moro than 
likely it a choico was forced upon lior 
that she would cast in liur toilunc" 
with the En)piro. All this, however, 
is loBt upon the French people v. ho are 
absorbingly intent on everything 
that refers in the remotest degree to 
Prussia, the refusal of tho cdricosniou 
to a French company and tho PrU'^Hiun 
offer of protcoiion to Belgium being 
worked up by tho war parly ia France 
to moan hoKiiliiy on tbe part of ihc 
former. Alihougli thoro is nothing to 
aseociate tiio government of the Tuil- 
leries with tho ntteinptcti purciiano of 
tho Belgian railway, there can bo no 
doubt that if the Lu.xembnrg railway 
was under tho control ol Franco, tbui 
power Would have secured imporlani 
strategic advantages in case of a war 
with PruBsln. Tho rapid conveyance 
of troops and munitions of war to a 
vnlnorablo point in Prussian territory 
would bo a gain nut to bo ovoi h/okoii , 
On tho other hsmd tho (lai inei i f Hoi-., 
liu could not contcinplaio such a inui ■( 
for with indillorenco. fSho has corj.. 
seated to the demolition of tho fortress 
at Lnxembonrg in consequence of the 
reraOHBtrunco of tho Freticii govorn- 
mont, backed by the intei GOfHion (jf 
England, and to permit tho whole di - 
fonccs on tho iiliine boing turned by 
breaking through the Belgian barrier 
by means of bcr railways is oat of 
too question. So far, only the war 
.press of France has discussed tho mat- 

'ler; and it is very unlikely that tho 
government of that coi.ntry will ri^Ic 
the creation of prejudice against thorn, 
by prcBsing tho matter further.
